HOMES LOOTED AND MANY NATIVES BUTCHERED 


Han Yang in Hands of Imperialists and Manchos 


Started Fearful Slaughter—Revolutionists in 


Vicinity of Nanking are Avenging 


the Recent Massacre. 


Shanghai, Nov. 28.—The rebels rushed the Nanking 


fortifications today and captured the city after a desper- 
ate hand-to-hand fight, in which 700 imperialists and 500 
revolutionists were killed. 


Advices from Han Yang today say foreigners have 


barricaded the streets leadin g into their concessions and 
are preparing to offer desperate resistance in case of an 
anti-foreign outbreak. Maxim guns have been mounted 
by the foreigners, and it is b elieved that a vigorous at- 
tack could be withstood. 


Peking, Nov. 28—A brutal slaugh- 


ter of foreigners as .well as ..Chinese, 
is threatened at Han 
Yang, -where 


the imperial forces are looting homes 
and killing all natives suspected of 
being in sympathy with the rebel 
cause. 


Foreigners are making mad efforts 


to get out of the danger zone, but 
the chance of escape is slight should 
the Manchu forces begin a massacre. 
The situation is generally regardeG 
as being more critical than at the 
time of the Boxer uprising. 


Han Yang is completely 
in the 


hands of the imperialists. There has 
been frightful slaughter and the rev- 
olutionists are fleeing in all direc- 
tions. 
Many of them have crossed 


the river to Wu Chang. It is believed 
that Wu Chang is certain to fall. 


General Li, commander of the rev- 


olutionaries is reported to be prepar- 
ing to flee to Shanghai. 
The defeat 


of the revolutionaries is said to have 
been due to a disagreement between 
the revolutionary leaders of 
troops 


from Hunan and Hupeh. 


There has been severe fighting for 


four days 
in 
that territory.

marines from here to Peking on the 
"United States cruisei Saratoga.

Moroccan episode, irom the sudden 
appearance of the German gunboat, 
Panther, in the support of Agadir, 
up to the signing of the Franco-Ger- 
man treaty. 
He 
unflinchingly 
up- 


held the attitude taken by the Brit- 
ish government, but at the same time 
declared that its action was never 
antagonistic to Germany to any set- 
tlement she was about to arrange 
with 
France 
and 
which 
did not 


threaten the rights of Great Britain. 


Great Britain had no secret treat- 


ies, and both France 
and 
Russia 


knew perfectly well that this public 
opinion would not support any ag- 
gressive action against Germany, he 
said. 


"I do not believe that Germany lias 


aggressive designs and all we or oth- 
er neighbors of Germany desire is to 
live with her on etiual terms." said 
Grey. 


In the lobbies, alter the speech, 


confidence was expressed in Sir Ed- 
ward's conduct of affairs during the 
crisis, and satisfaction that the gov- 
ernment is working for better rela- 
tions with Germany. 
It is believed 


that the speech will have a reassur- 
ing effect in Germany. 


The prime minister, during his re- 


ply to criticisms that the government 
had acted with too much 
secrecy, 


protested that the house had never 
had greater opportunities to discuss 
international relations than at the 
present time. He declared that in the 
interest of the peace of the world the 
eovernment's policy would be con- 
tinued. 


Later Sir Edward Grey spoke on 


Persian and other matters. 
He de- 


fended the Anglo-Russian agreement, 
which prevented 
the two nations 


from trying to gain 
advantage of 


each other in Persia. When the na- 
tionalists got rid of the shah they 
hoped to also get rid of Russian in- 
fluence, but this was perfectly hope- 
less. Had they shown a friendly at- 
titude toward Russia things would 
have gone well. 


Referring to the circulation by W. 


Morgan Shuster. the American treas- 
urer-general of Persia, of a pamphlet 
attacking Russia, while tbe Russian 
demands were still unsatisfied, Sir 
Edward said that it was of course, 
an impossible situation of an official 
of one of two neighboring 
powers 


who circulated such pamphlets and 
still remained in the service of his 
government. 
He trusted that a solu- 


tion could be found, but it was essen- 
tial that the "Persian 
government 


realized the impossibility of employ- 
ing officials openly hostile to Russia, 
or of putting the hands of the clock 
back where Russian interests were 
concerned.

Two hundred and thirty-three cases 


of tardiness are reported 
for 
the 


month. This is a decrease of 30 cases 
over last month's 
report. 
However, 


tardiness is still more abundant than 
it should he. In comparing with sta- 
tistics furnished from other cities 
I 


find that our tardiness is more than 
that of any city with which I exchange 
reports. 
From conversations that I 


have had with teachers I am con- 
vinced that fully one-half of this tard- 
iness is caused by negligence 
and 


carelessness on the part of the home. 
I said in my last month's report that 
carelessness and 
lazziness 
are 
the 


chief causes and I am still of the same 
opinion. 


Our records show that, on the aver- 


age, 90 per cent of all the children 
enrolled were present in school every 
day of the month. At 
first 
glance 
this seems to be very good, but, in 
comparison with other cities, it is be- 
low the average for cities renortincr. 
While 90 per cent were present, 
10 


per cent were absent everv dav. and 
this means that at least 350 children 
who are members of the school were 
absent each day in which the schools 
were in session. About 50 per cent of 
this absence was caused bv s:ckno?s or 
other sood causes. The rest of it was 
caused by trivial 
and 
unnecessary 


causes. 1 wish that every parent coulc 
fully appreciate just to what extent 
absence interferes with 
the 
child's 


progress, how it cripples the 
whole 


school, discourages the teacher, and is 
one of the leading causes of 
failure. 


Perhaps regular and prompt attend- 
ance on the part of the pupils is the 
greatest factor in the success of any 
system of schools, therefore, I want 
Io urge with all my power that teach- 
ers do every thing possible Io raise the 
standard, and T/want to isk the par- 
ents with equal victor 
to do every- 


thing they can 'to help the teacher. 


The elementary schools were in ses- 


sion 1!) 1-2 days, the High school was 
in session IS days. 
All schools were 


dismissed one-half day on account of 
Teachers' Institute and 
the 
High 


school 1 1-2 ihiys on account of C. 0.1 
T. A. 


Five teachers were tardy, all on ac- 


count of good causes except one. 


Teachers made 
75 visits to 
the 


homes of children during the mouth. ] 
Since the beginning of school 177 such 
visits have been made. 
Those who 


heard Dr. Claxtou's address 
will re- 


member that the importance of the 
teacher knowing the home conditions 
of the child was emphasi/.ed. 


Seventy-nine visits to 
the schools 


were made by parents 
within 
the 


month; the superintendent is glad to 
note this, with the hope 
that 
this 


number may increase rapidly. Every 
parent in the city is welcome to the 
schools and needs have no hesitation 
to come not only on special occasions 
but on regular school days. 


The principal and teachers of 
the 


Woodside school gave a social enter- 
tainment in the early 
part 
of the 
year in order to secure 
funds 
with 


which to purchase playground equip- 
ment. Over $100 was made and the\ 
are now planning to -buy their equip 
ment. It is to be noted 
that 
the 


Board of Education is also taking a 
lively interest in the playgrounds ol

the chops until brown on both sides, 
Peel a. good-sized cucumber and cut 
iuto small dice; simmer in boiling 
water until almost done, drain and sea- 
son with butter and cook until quite 
tender. Add salt, chopped parsley and 
pepper. Arrange the chops around the 
edge of the platter and heap the cu- 
cumbers in the center. 


Orange Pudding. — Scald a pint of 


milk in 'a double boiler, add a table- 
spoonful of cornstarch which has been 
mixed with a little cold milk, then 
add the yolks of two eggs and a cup- 
:ul of sugar. 
Cook until smooth then 


remove from the heat. Peel and slica 
:hin two oranges, sprinkle with sugar, 
then pour over them the chilled cus- 
tard. A meringue may be added and 
browned in the oven. Chill and serve 
cold.

watered again, and grained. 
(In any case 


watered at night, after eating their hay. This 
Is especially necessary In summer.) 


Plenty of bedding, and horses bedded 


down all day Sunday. 


C O N C E R N I N G HORSES 


X X MOST cases all the hay the horses 


in the city receive is fed to them at 


night. It is, therefore, especially important 
that they should be watered during the night. 
All authorities agree, and experience teaches 
that city horses should be watered between 
S p. m. (9 p. m. would be better) and mid- 
night; but it was found that less than half 
of the stables give their horses water after 
1 p. m. 


"A horse comes in hungry," is the usual 


way a stableman puts it, "and he wants his 
supper so much that he will drink but little; 
and he ought not to drink deeply at that 
time, even if he wanted to. Then he eats a 
quantity of dry. heating food. He shouldn't 
have water right after eating; but if he 
doesn't got a good drink two or three hours 
later, he will go through the night thirsty, 
and the heating food will burn out his insldes 
for lack of the water that is needed to give 


the nutritious Qualities of the food a chance 
to do the good they should be doing." 


This night watering is not only common 


humanity in hot weather, but it is almost 
equally valuable in winter. 
For appetite 


comes with the bracing effect of cold weather, 
and horses eat more than they do in the 
summer. 
Consequently, if this extra food 


Is to do its part in giving the horse power 
to resist the cold and the strain of winter 
work, water must be given at the time when 
it will do the most good, which is in most 
cases between S a-nd 10 p. m., or even later. 
Nothing does so much toward giving back a 
return for the food given In the way of extra 
strength, working endurance and good con- 
dition. 


The effect of this night watering on the 


blood and general circulation is far reaching. 
The thirst that follows the digestion of a 
meal is the call of nature for the water that 
Is needed to help the good of the food to 


get Into the flesh and blood of the animal; 
ami equally important Is the part played by 
the water in sending the waste matter out 
of the body with the least possible wear 
and tear on the organs that perform this in- 
dispensable duty. 
A horse that remains 


thirsty all night cannot be expected to last as 
long as one that is watered at the proper 
time. 


Tho question of giving horses plenty of 


bedding in their stalls is one of the best of 
humane ideas, and in an inspection of sev- 
eral stables many of the stalls will have no 
bedding In them at all. 
It Is found that 


when horses are encouraged by being given 
a soft place to rest at night they invariably 
lie down, provided the stall Is large enough, 
thus resting their legs and feet at every 
possible opportunits'. 


There is an old saying that a good city 


horse could use up four sets of legs and feet. 
This means that a large part of his bodily 


strength and endurance Is wasted because 
lameness and suffering wear out the unfor- 
tunate animal long before his time. 
"His 


shoulders is all gone savin' his legs," was the 
way one stableman described the condition 
of a horse which had worked his body mus- 
cles to pieces in trying to ease the strain on 
his battered legs and feet. 


As In the case of watering at night, the 


extra expense of giving a daytime bed to a 
horse is slight compared with the great 
benefit gained from the rest and chance for 
repairs given the legs. The good that comes 
out of this is reflected in the condition of 
the whole body, and all who own horses 
should see that this chance for needed rest 
is given their horses whenever they are in 
the stable. 
A horse will not lie down on 


•table planks unless worn and weary be- 
yond the point where it is right to use any 
animal.

ABOUT THE PINES 


A BOUT 48 per cent of the total lumber 
"- output of the United States in 190S wa-s 
pine, showing how important to the lumber 
Industry of the country was the thirty-seven 
species of pine grown in the United States 
area. 
No one species grows in all the states, 


yet with perhaps one exception, no state is 
without one or more. 
Some occupy large 


regions in considerable 
abundance, while 


others are so scarce that few persons ever 
see and recognize them. Yet no species of 
pine is so scarce that it is not made in some 
way to serve man's need. 
Four important timber trees of the south- 


eastern United States are usually grouped 
as one In the lumber markets and are sold 
under the common name of yellow pine. 
They are the long-leaf pine, short-leaf pine, 
ioblolly pine, and Cuban pine. "While in ap- 
pearance the woods of these four trees are 
eo nearly alike that it is sometimes difficult 
to distinguish one from the other, still. In 
come particulars there is considerable dif- 
ference. 


Although the long-leaf pine, white pine, 


western yellow pine, western white pine and 
the loblolly produce most of the pine lum- 
ber manufactured in the United States, the 
United States Department of Agriculture in 
forest service bulletin No. 99 considers each 
species separately, giving In detail its ph'ys- 
Ical properties, the supply, its early uses, 
manufacture and products; and In the case 
of the more important species, specifies the 
tnore important uses to which it is put 
The 


places which some species occupy are very 
humble, and they can never rise much in the 
Ecale of usefulness, yet each one is entitled 
to its own Individuality.

PREPARA TIONOFSHEEPPEL TS

P 


ELTS are. of course, a very Important 


product in connection with the frozen- 


meat industry of New Zealand, which is con- 
cerned mostly with the export of sheep and 
lamb carcasses to England. 
The skins are 


taken off these animals as soon as they arc 
killed and carefully washed. The wool Is re- 
moved from practically all of the skins des- 
tined for the American trade and they are 
pickled for export In a solution of salt and 
sulphuric acid. The American duty on wool 
appearu to make It disadvantageous to ship 
to the United States skin-? with the wool on. 
The wool Is sllped by several different depila- 
tory > processes, either by sweating or by 
treatment with caustic soda and sulphur or 
oulphlde sodium. 
Considerable of the wool 


so removed, chiefly that around the edges of 
the skins, is usually Injured by the use of 
(hcno chemicals, but this loss appears tq bo 


offset by a certain amount of 
Increased 


weight in the pelts. As a rule English trade 
seems to like the heavier pelts treate'd by 
chemicals, while the American trade prefers 
pelts from which the wool has been removed 
by sweating. 
In the Xew Zealand trade the 


term "pelts" always means the sheep or lamb 
skins without the WOOL 


In the preparation of the skins before 


being pickled for export an ingenious Amer- 
ican machine is used to scrape off all the 
fleshy surfaces. 
The demand for New Zea- 


land lamb pelts from the United States is 
stronger than from any other country, and 
it is understood here that the greater part 
of the pelts that go to London eventually 
find their way to the American market At 
the industrial exhibition held In "Wellington 
there was an interesting exhibit of the dif- 
ferent uses for New Zealand sheep and lamb 
pelts, including bookbinding, pocketbooks, 
bags, Masonic regalia, "chamois skins," and 
substitutes for various high-class and fancy 
leathers. 


COTTONSEED MEAL AS FOOD

'T^HE use of cottonseed meal as a human 
•*- food was proposed several years back. 
For example, breads, etc., prepared from 
cottonseed meal wert= served 
to 
certain 


members of the Farmers' Congress held at 
College Station, Texas, some years ago. 


The agitation for the use of this sub- 


stance as a. human food hag recently been 
extended and has attracted considerable at- 
tention. 
Cottonseed breads and other ed- 


ibles made from cottonseed meal have been 
placed upon the market at Brenham, Long- 
view and especially at Ennis, Texas. 
Mrs. 


Dan McCartj- of Ennis, Tex., claims to be 
the first and only purx-eyor of cottonseed 
flour bread and cakes, and her products 
have attracted 
considerable attention. 
J. 


W. Allison, who has been agitating this 
matter for some time, induced Mrs. Mc- 
Carty to place this cottonseed flour bakery 
upon the market, and the experiment ap- 
pears at present to be successful. 
The fol- 


lowing products are being sold: 
Cotton- 


seed 
bread, 
cottonseed rolls, cottonseed 


steamed bread, cottonseed 
ginger bread, 


cottonseed ginger snaps, cottonseed dough- 
nuts, cottonseed Jeff Davis plum pudding. 


MAINTAINING SOIL FERTILITY 


fertility Is maintained by keeping 


up the supply of plant food and main- 


taining the soil in good physical condition. 


For soils which need phosphoric acid, 


phosphoric acid should be applied in the 
form of acid phosphate, bone meal, tank- 
age, rock phosphate or In some other form. 


To soils which need potash, potash salts 


should be applied. 
As information con- 


cerning fertilizers la published in bulletin 
No. 112 of this station, we will not go into 
this subject here. 


To soils which need nitrogen, nitrogen 


may be supplied in small 
amounts, 
but 


nitrogen Is entirely too expensive to be pur- 
chased in sufficient quantities to maintain 
the fertility of our soils for the growing 
of staple crops. The small quantities of ni- 
trogen supplied in ordinary mixed fertilizers 
to cotton and corn contain but a fraction of 
the nitrogen needed by the crop. 
The soil 


cannot be maintained In fertile condition by 
this means. 


The supply of nitrogen In the soil must 


be maintained by growing crops which take 
it from the air. 
These can be grazed, or 


plowed under, or fed and the manure ap- 
plied. Crops -which take nitrogen from the 
soil can then be grown. 
Only by such a 


method as this can we look 
forward 
to 


maintaining our soils in a fertile condition. 


MILK USED BY CHICAGO 


HHHEY require a lot of milk in Chicago 
•*• while they are producing so much meat. 
Instance the following statements of the 
milk commission of Chicago: 


The milk supply of Chicago averages 


240,000 gallons per day. 


This is produced by 120,000 cows on 12.- 


000 farms in four states. 


The city's milk supply fills 20,000 cans 


and 350,000 bottles, requiring approximately 
120 cars to transport 


More than twenty railroads are used In 


bringing the morning's milk into the city, 
and when It arrives it is handled by 5,000 
distributers. 


The problem of regulating the supply 


and maintaining a high quality for this 
flood of milk is the one which the commis- 
sion undertakes to solve. It is going ahead 
carefully, collecting facts, investigating lo- 
cal conditions and studying methods em- 
ployed in other cities. 
It will make re- 


ports from time to time and eventually 
will make Important recommendations. 


PER CENT OF SHELLED CORN 
'T^HE per cent of corn to cob is naturally 
•*- an Important factor In determining' the 
value of a corn variety 
Tho depth of kor- 


nel, and consequently the per cent oC corn 
to cob, has always been given gicnt em- 
phasis by the practical man. 
Experiments 


indicate, however^ that so far as yield per 
acre is concerned, too much attention has 
frequently been given this matter. 
A ker- 


nel of medium depth, all things considered, 
seems to give better results than one that 
le very aee;> or cue that is very shallow. 


TIPS TO THE WISE FARMER 


TT SELDOM pays to feed corn to pigs after 
•*• they are ready to be marketed. Corn is 
not as perishable as fat hogs. It can be kept 
until the market advances. 


The man who sells a good farm and buys 


new land in a distant country confesses his 
inability to keep pace with the farming prog- 
ress of the times. 


It is time we developed a class of young 


men capable of handling some of the prob- 
lems that are driving older farmers from the 
best farms In the country. 


Grass and live stock should go hand in 


hand. 
There Is no farm, in my judgment, 


which. If properly managed and kept at least 
one-half of the time in grasses and clovers, 
and gradually brought under a proper sys- 
tem of rotation, would not produce more— 
in fact, double—the crops which it now does, 
and yet constantly be growing better and 
better. 


Do you keep plenty of salt where your 


live stock can get at it all the time? Re- 
member that this is absolutely essential to 
good health In a horse, cow, hog or sheep, as 
in a human being:. 


What kind of water do your milk cows 


drink? 
Is it pure and clean? 
Remember 


that a big proportion of the water they drink 
is converted into milk, and, therefore, ought 
to be as wholesome as that which you drink 
yourself. 


ABOUT CARCASS BEEF 


A 


BOUT one-half the supply of fresh beef 


sold in wholesale markets is carcass 


beef (sides and quarters). 
The two sides 


or halves of a carcass are termed a "cattle." 
In the right or "closed" side the Inner sur- 
face of the kidney fat is attached to the 
loin, while in the left or "open" side it is 
free and 
a. portion of the "skirt" (dia- 


phragm) extends to the tenth rib, forming 
the "hanging tenderloin." 
The two sides 


are nearly equal In weight, but the open 
one is often 1 per cent the heavier. 
When 


sides are sold separately no discrimination 
in price is made between rights and lefts. 


Sides are quartered or "ribbed" between 


the twelfth and thirteenth ribs when taken 
from the chlllroom either for shipment or 
local delivery, except export and "Boston" 
cattle, which are cut between the tenth and 
eleventh ribs. 
The quarters 
are 
called 


"fores" and "hinds." 
In shipping and ex- 


port trade the four corresponding quar- 
ters are regarded as a carcass of beef—that 
is, they are sold as "straight cattle" rather 
than miscellaneous sides or quarters. 
In 


"car route" and local city trade carcass 
beef is to a considerable ^extent handled as 
separate "fores" and "hinds." 


FARMERS AND PROBLEMS 


BY W. J. SPELLMAN, 


United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
PRESENT conditions in America are mere- 


ly an incident in the development of a 


new agricultural region. Now that the period 
of settlement and exploitation of the soil is 
passed, we are under the necessity of de- 
veloping systems of farming suited to the 
individual soils in order to develop their 
highest efficiency and to make the most of 
their fertility. 
Where the last has been 


Impaired, the systems must be adjusted to 
obtain the restoration of the highest possi- 
ble productivity under economic limitations, 
while keeping in view the best uses of the 
soil when the fertility has again reached 
its maximum. In this readjustment we shall 
have to draw on the results of scientific in- 
vestigation and on the experience of old na- 
tions. Many of our own farmers have suc- 
cessfully met these great problems, and their 
experience now becomes a source of valua- 
ble Information to others. 
Fortunately our 


people are intelligent and aggressive, and 
there Is every reason to believe that they 
are capable of meeting the emergncy which 
now confronts us. 


FALL PLANTING OF ORCHARDS 
'"INHERE are many good reasons for the fall 
•*• planting of orchards. 
October is the 


best month for taking up this question. The 
weather Is favorable now, but 
It Is not 


likely to remain so for more than four or five 
weeks. 


Those who wish to have an orchard, or to 


enlarge the one they already have, should 
get busy. 


An orchard pays five times as much as 


grain per acre, and fall planting Is becoming 
more popular each season, and as experience 
shows its advantages the practice is becom- 
ing general. 


SERVING OATS TO HORSES 


TT IS believed by many that horses show 
•*• more spirit when oats form part of the 
ration. 
Discussing this subject. Director 


W. A. Henry of tho Wisconsin experiment 
station says: 


Horses nurtured on oats show mottle 


which cannot be reached by tho use of any 
other fc-edinff stuff. 
Then, too. there is no 


grain so safe for horse feeding, the animal 
rarely being seriously in lured If by acci- 
dent or otherwise the groom deals out an 
oversupply. This snfety Is due In no small 
measure to tho presence of tho oat hull, 
which causes a Riven weight of grain to 
possess considerable 
volume, 
because 
of 


which 
there is less li.ihlluy 
of mistake 


in measuring out tho ration; further, tho 
digestive- tract, cannot hold 9, .quantity, of. 


oats sufficient to produce serious disorders. 
Unless the horse is hard pressed for time or 
has poor teeth oats should be fed in the 
whole condition. 
Musty oats 
should 
be 


avoided. 


Horsemen generally agree that new oats 


should not be used, though Boussingault, 
conducting extensive experiments with array 
horses, arrived at the conclusion that new- 
oats do not possess the injurious qualities 
attributed to them.

POWDERED MILK

NSW ZEALAND powdered milk is appar- 


ently gaining considerable reputation 


on account of its nutritious and keeping 
qualities, and it has become a formidable 
rival of condensed milk. Much attention has 
been paid to perfecting the process of pre- 
paring powdered milk, so as to eliminate the 
difficulty which usually occurs in preserved 
milk preparations, the Rising of the fatty 
globules to the top when mixed with water. 
The powdered milk is said to be much more 
digestible and more suitable for infants' food 
than condensed milk, as It is thoroughly ster- 
ilized and contains no cane or beet sugar; 
also the casein, in the process of drying the 
milk, is divided Into fine particles, as it is 
in human milk. 


Powdered milk as produced here contains 


about 26 per cent butter fat, 22.9 per cent 
proteids, 42.3 per cent milk sugar and 5.6 
per cent mineral salts. It consists of a flaky 
powder of cream, color. Very complete ster- 
ilization is obtained during the process of 
drying off the water, but little or no altera- 
tion occurs in the essential elements of the 
milk. The milk is dried within two hours 
of its being drawn from the cow, the cans 
into -which the milk is received having pre- 
viously been washed In lime water, then in 
cold water and finally sterilized with steam. 
Tuberculosis is guarded against by veterin- 
ary inspection of the cows and also by the 
sterilization of the cans, which insures the 
destruction of all bacilli. 


One kind of powdered milk is made en- 


tirely from skim, milk and is used largely In 
biscuit factories and in the manufacture of 
milk chocolates, for which purpose It is ex- 
ported to England. Its use by biscuit manu- 
facturers is said not only to improve the 
flavor of the biscuits, but add about fifteen 
biscuits to the quantity made from every 
pound of flour used. 


The powdered milk sold chiefly for In- 


fants' food and for use with tea or cofHee is a 
desiccated milk to which cream and lactose 
have been added. This milk is now recom- 
mended by local physicians as superior to 
any of the Imported preserved milk prepara- 
tions. It has recently acquired a. reputation 
in connection with south polar exploration. 
It was used by the Shackleton expedition 
some of it having been the main food of 
Professor David's party that reached tba 
magnetic pole. Two tons of this powdered 
milk have been ordered for the Mawson ant- 
arctic expedition, which will leave New Zea- 
land for the south polar regions in Novem- 
ber, and It Is said that with pemmican it 
will be the sole dependence of the expedition 
In its final dash for the south pole. 


URGES WINTER WHEAT 


T-3 
ORDER to renew Interest in winter 


•"• wheat growing In Wisconsin 
well-bred 


seed wheat is being distributed to farmers 
from 300 centers in the state by the depart- 
ment of agronomy of the University of Wis- 
consin. 
The general 
plans 
followed for 


growing pedigree grains of other kinds are 
being used for wheat. Each farmer is fur- 
nished with about one and one-half bushels 
of seed wheat which he plants on an acre 
and the produce of which he sells for seed 
the following season. 
About 200 bushels of 


seed wheat will be distributed this season. 
The most successful variety has been the 
Belle Gloena. The first seed wheat was sent 
out a year ago. 


Winter wheat now yields from thirty to 


thirty-six bushels per acre in Wisconsin. In 
the early days of the state plenty of wheat 
was grown, but with reduced yields and in- 
roads of Insect pests wheat cultivation grad- 
ually declined. 
Spring wheat can also be 


grown successfully in tho state. 
In fact, 


about two-thirds of the wheat now grown in 
Wisconsin Is spring wheat, but winter va- 
rieties are good yielders and are to be rec- 
ommended. 


SUNBURNED HOGS 


HE high temperature of summer will 
cause trouble In many herds of 
hogs. 


In white hogs there is 
likely to be a 


groat deal of blistering, but even with hogs 
of other colors thero will be more or less 
sunburning. 
Thero should be no 
delay, 


therefore, in putting the hogs through tho 
dipping vat or In giving them a good wetting 
with a sprinkling can or spray pump. Any 
of the commercial coal-tar dips are Ideally 
adapted to this purpose, and a few gallons 
used on a bunch of hogs during the summer 
season will contribute immensely 
to 
the 


economy of gain In those cases where the 
skin from any causo whatever gets out of 
condition. In real warm weather it will pay 
and pay well to round up tho young pigs 
every ten days or two weeks and give them 
a thorough, wetting. .„._.,

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HUNTING SEASON PROGRESS 
/"J7TOBER marks the opening of most of 
^-' the important hunting seasons In the 
United States. This month is the time for 
hunting deer, ruffled grouse and woodcock 
In the majority of states where these kinds 
of game abound, and while many states open 
the duck season in September, yet In sev- 
eral shooting Is deferred until October, and 
in the case of Maryland and North Carolina 
until November. 
The principal deer hunting 


states in the north are Maine, New York, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
In 


Maine the season opens on the 1st of Octo- 
ber, In Michigan on the 15th and in Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin on Nov. 10th and llth 
respectively. 
The Michigan season closes at 


the end of November and thus appears to 
be nearly four weeks longer than those of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, which close at 
the same time, but as the life of a Michigan 
deer license is limited to twenty-five days 
there is no practical difference in the sea- 
son in the three states. 
New Hampshire 


opens its deeer season Oct. 1, while Ver- 
mont's does not open until Nov. 15 and New 
Tork's opened Sept. 16. In the south Louis- 
iana, which probably furnishes the best deer 
hunting, opens Its season on Oct. 1, and the 
same is true of Montana, one of the chief 
deer-hunting States of the west 


Of the states where the best ruffed grouse 


or partridge shooting- may be had, a major- 
ity open the season In October. 
In New 


Hampshire, New York and Minnesota shoot- 
Ing begins on the 1st. In Massachusetts and 
7'ichigan on the loth. As Maine, Vermont 
and Wisconsin opened their seasons in Sep- 
tember, it is now lawful to hunt 
ruffed 


grouse anywhere along the northern bor- 
der. 
Pennsylvania is the only important 


ruffed grouse state which delays thp open- 
Ing of its season until November. 


Woodcock shooting commences in October 


in seven states—New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 
The 


seasons are already open In Maine, Vermont, 
Maryland, West Virginia, South Carolina 
and Indiana and will open later in Delaware, 
Virginia and Louisiana. 
This month, there- 


fore, woodcock may be shot in practically 
all the region in which it Is a prime object 
of sport. 


Ducking begins this month on the shores 


of Long Island and in the waters and 
marshes of Virginia, Louisiana, California, 
Oregon, Utah, Colorado and Michigan. 


Quail shooting generally does not begin 


until November, except in the west, where 
California and Oregon permit hunting after 
1 ! middle of October. 


Statistics of the number of deer killed are 


Important for comparison with those of pre- 
vious years, in order to show the com- 
parative abundance of deer from year to 
year. 
Several states now provide for the 


gathering of this Information.

A little alfalfa makes the corn stick to 


the pigs' ribs.

Sunlight is a natural tonic for the llttla 


pigs, and they revel in It 


It is wise economy to plant shelter belts 


of evergreens, arbor vitae, Norway spruce 
and balsam fir, a portion of each with a 
sprinkling of other varieties to make a 
pleasing contrast. 


When we consider ourselves as farmers 


for 
life 
and make 
farming 
a 
practical 


study, then we will take pride In our farms 
and live stock. 


The man with more money than brains, 


whose zeal and enthusiasm cause him to , 
overdo his duty toward his animals, is one 
of the greatest enemies to Improved stock

and -unshine are denied them disease and 
degeneration will soon follow.

Local Automobile owners, and in 


fact, all owners 'of motor cars, in 
the state, will soon have to again dig 
down in their pockets for five dollar 
bills with- which to purchase new li- 
cense tags for the year 1912. 


Local automobile dealers and gar- 


age owners are expecting the new li- 
cense in about a month. It is not 
yet known what the design of the 
tags will he this year. 
The designs 
have been somewhat different every 
year so far. 
The 1909 tags had 


white letters with a blue background 
and in 1910 the background was ma- 
hogany color 
with "white letters; 
this year the tags are the simplest 
and plainest of all, with plani black 
letters on a white background. 
The cost of the license tags for pri- 
vate cars is five dollars per year. 
Tags on shop cars cost ten dollars 
and they may be transferred 
from 
one car to another. 
There is a pen- 
alty attached to the owner of a pri- 
vate car who uses a tag on any other 
car than the one for which the tag 
was originally intended . Tags must 
be placed in some conspicuous place 
on the car and 
they 
are mostly 
"worn" on the rear. 
They must be 


placed near a light so that the num- 
ber may be readily seen at night. 
The law compelling all drivers of 


cars to have chauffeurs' license is 
also being strictly enforced. Like the 
license numbers these must be re- 
newed every year. 
Up 'until a few 
years ago city tags were also re- 
quired, but these have been abolish- 
ed.

and from 3818 to 1828 the attention 
of the people of Granville was called 
to military matters. 
Regimental and

lery and one of cavalry, commanded 
respectively by 
Captains 
Timothy 


Snellman, Jr., Williard Warner 
and 


P. W. Taylor. 
There were also two 


companies 
of 
militia 
("flatwoods" 


and "barefoots"), one in the south 
part of the township, commanded by 
Captain Myron Phelps, and one in the 
north part commanded by Captain Al- 
pheus Jewett, who afterward became 
colonel of the regiment. 


The first and only cannon ever made 


in the county was cast at 
the old 


Granville furnace, for the 
artillery 


company, and was bored 
out 
in a 


stable where the clocic factory stood, 
and mounted for the company. It was 
used at the celebration at 
Licking 


Summit in 1825, at the beginning of 
the work on the Ohio canal.
